NEW YORK, Dec.

by his wife and daughter, Charles T. 
Yerkes, the. well-known Western cCap- 
ftalist and railway financier, breathed 
fis last in an apartment at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hoiel, where he has been bat- 
tling for life for several days, at 2:20 
o'clock this afternoon. 

Alihough her husband was at death's 

door today at the Waldorf-Astoria and 
his physicians held out no hope for his 
recovery, Mrs. Yerkes did not go to his 
bedside, and, according to her own au- 
thorized statement, did not intend to do 
30. 
* At the’ same time the stricken finan- 
cier’'s. daughter, Mrs. Rondinella,  re- 
turned to her home in Philadelphia, an- 
nouncing that she would be ‘within 
call’ if the worst comes. 

Why Mr. Yerkes was apparently de- 
serted by his tmmediaté family, de- 
spite the fact that he was at death's 
door, {s not known. Mrs. Yerkes an- 
nounced positively early in the day that 
she would not visit the Waldorf-As- 
toria, and was equally emphatic in her 
statement that the public will not know 
her reasons therefor. 

Before the fact that Mr. Yerkes was 
dead was known, inquiries were made 
at Mrs. Yerkes’ home, Fifth avenue and 
Sixty-eighth street, today. 

A servant said that Mrs. Yerkes would 
not see reporters, but had sent this mes- 


e® to the press: 
whhre. Yerkes has not been to the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria during the iliness of her 
husband there; she does, not intend to 
go there; she is not indisposed, and she 
refuses absolutely to discuss her rea- 
sons for her actions in the matter.’ 


Son's Strange Statement.

This asser- 
tion was inade to the press this morn- 
ing, and directly on its heels came a 
positive declaration from tne physicians 
at the bedside at the patient was being 
kept alive only by the vigorous use 
“stimuiants, and that there was little 
hope that he would win his battle for 
life.

After his pardon Y¥erkes came’ West. 
Divorced from ‘his first’ wife, he soon 
married an extremely beautiful and fas: 
cinating woraan. He dealt in Chiqng> 
gas, Chicago street railroads and Da- 
kota towns. His Philadelphia friends 
backed him financially. Deals in town 
sites and law-makers ere as profit- 
uble as his railrorzd heldines, 

Office toil and nome life were kept 
apart by Yerkes. He would talk until 
2a. m. with a picture dealer and throw 
him out of his office at 11 a. m. Busi- 
ness was forgotten when he pulled down 
the top of his desk. 

In Chicago he was loved and hated 
and feared. For 14 years he controlle] 
the transportation of Chicago and Chi- 
cago only blustered and waited. 

Yerkes has always been able to raise 
enormous sums of money to finance al- 
most any enterprise with which his 
name was connected. This ability stood 
him in stead up to the time of the 
Mooore Bros. failure, when the collapse 
of the Diamond Match and Biscult com- 
pantes swept many Chicago speculators 
off their feet, hit the banks and moneyed 
men hard ana caused the temporary 
closing of the Chicago Stock Exchange 
to prevent a widespread panic. The 
Moores have since paid their debts. 
have made another great fortune and 
are now associated in many transac- 
licns with John ‘N’.. Gates. 

The situation of Yerkes at that time 
was a hard one to face. He had many 
irons in the fire and was closely pressed 
because of his many outstanding obliga- 
tions. But his colossal nerve never de- 
serted him. He literally held up those 
who tried tc press him to the wab 
and was as cold-blooded as a fish ii al! 
of his settlements, regardless of any 
past Obligations In time he was fair- 
ly out of the woods, put he had left 
inany scars behind, and his following 
Was not quite so enthusiastic and blind 
as it had been.

Whether they are justified in. as- 
suming it or not, this is the attitude 
of a superior nation. No tempest, of 
delight sweeps over them in victory, 
no impenetrable cloud of sorrow in 
defeat. Winning or defeated, they 
have a supreme confidence in the 
greatness and final conquerability of 
the British nation. They take it as a 
matter of course when they win, as 
an accident when they lose.

THE REMEDY. 
From the New York World. 


The insurance investigating committee will shortly 
report. Whatever other recommendations it may 
make to the Legislature, these are imperative: 

1, Restrict the business of life insurance companies 
to the issue of straight, pure life insurance policies, 
A savings bank does not insure lives. A life insur- 
ance company assumes the functions of a savings 
bank when it issues endowment or other investment 
policies. R 

2. Give every policy holder the same rights which 
the General Corporation law gives a stockholder. 

3. Require a standard form of life policy like the 
Standard fire insurance policy, and make it state 
separately the items which compose the premium 
charge, the mortality cost, the reserve and the ex- 
pense loading. 

4. Require the credit every year on the next pre- 
mium payment of the saving between the theortic 
and the real mortality and between the reserve re- 
quirements and the investment receipts. This would 
abolish the whole dividend fallacy. 

5. Make life insurance irrevocable to the extent 
that it has been paid for; abolish all loans, surrenders 
and forfeitures; put a gift of life insurance to a 
man's wife and children on the same legal basis as 
any other gift. 

6. Require full and detailed publicity of the names 
and addresses of the policy holders and all salaries, 
expenses, receipts and disbursements, commissions, 
contract and mortality experience. Also publish the 
names and the prices in all: purchases and sales of 
securities: and in all loans and deposits. Give any 10, 
policy holders the right to verify these statements 
and to prosecute for perjury and forgery in case of 
falsity. 

7. Make the trustees and officials jointly and sever. 
ally liable for any expenditure in excess of the ex- 
pense loading as stated on the face of the policy and 
for any “diversions” of whatsoever nature. 

8 Apply the restrictions of the Savings Bank law 
to tife insurance investments. This would abolish 
speculation and subsidiary bank and trust com- 
panies, 

9. Make it @ felony to pay out any life insurance 
money for political contributions or for @ lobby fund, 
w for any other purposes than those for which a 
trustee or an administrator may expend the trust
